M. Berryer had no competitor. His oratory was never devoid 
ef an element of beauty, was full of life and colour, sparkled 
with the vivacity of his playful fancy, or glowed with the 
warmth of his generous heart. But it assumed sometimes a 
much highercharacter. It resembled avolcanic eruption. Its 
majesty was overwhelming. Like a flame of fire, it penetrated 
the innermost depths of men’s being, and assimilated every 
thought, sensibility, passion, volition, to its own nature. To 
listen to him on such occasions was not simply to admire— 
still less, to criticise—it was to be caught up in a fiery chariot 
and borne, as in a dream, whithersoever the orator might list. 
Dout tless the great and rapid public changes which it was 
the lot of M. Berryer to witness during the greater part of his 
lengthened life contributed appreciably to the formation of 
his character. He derived from his father a traditional faith 
im monarchy that he was destined to see constantly, and, at 
several successive crises of his country’s history, ignominiously, 
trampled down by facts. His heart was very early in life 
wedded to a sentiment which, although it has nursed much 
noble disinterestedness of motive, and has trained many a 
man to great virtues, has yet conduced but little to the 
general happiness or elevation of mankind. M. Berryer was 
a Legitimist long after the realisation of his faith had become 
hopelessly impracticable ; indeed, he never let go his hold 
upon that faith to the end of his days. He was ever- 
more, not so much in external position as in conviction 


and sentiment, outside the pale of organised political 
society. The fealty of his soul was paid to a cause 


which had departed this stage of existence, and his heart's 
profoundest homage throughout his was offered 
to sovereignty wrapped in a cloud of misfortunes. What to 
his mind was the only true source of earthly honours, the sole 
ebject of deep-seated loyalty, the rightful representative of 
the principle of authority, was always in his time overborne by 
public events and public opinion; and, like many a stanch 
adherent of the Stuart family in this country, his unselfish 
fidelity broadened and ennobled his personal character. He was 
a politician in the world, but not of it. He adjusted his life and 
his labours to successive systems,which he could neither displace 


career 


nor control, nor, to any large extent, modify; but his aspira- 
tions, his sympathies, his affections, all clustered round an 
ideal and divinely-ordered State, the head of which it was not 
for man to set aside. Such a dynastic faith, it might seem, 
argues a feebleness of judgment. That it is founded on an 
erroneous assumption may, at this time of day, be invincibly 
maintained ; but there remain hosts of facts to prove that the 
error has been specially seductive to great natures, and has 
found most sustenance where the moral elements of man’s 
being have a decided ascendancy over the intellectual. 

And M. Berryer’s life offers us a vivid illustration of this 
somewhat curious psychical phenomenon. The essential cha-

He spoke what he felt. He gave expression not merely to his 
thoughts, but to himself through his thoughts. His soul 


beamed in his speech. Behind its beauty there was a life which 
gave it significance. His best oratorical efforts were transla- 
tions of himself—a genuine display of the inner man through 
the medium of the circumstances with which the case he had 
in hand compelled him to deal. 

But M. Berryer had also intellectual endowments of th 
highest order. True, they were not of an order to fit him for 
statesmanship, but they qualified him for taking the topmost 
position of the high sphere in which he moved. The problems 
of human life in its combined and aggregate phases were not 
the subjects of his deepest study—perhaps, because they wer 
too general to enlist his feelings; but noman saw more clearly 
than he did the public bearings involved in individual history. 
He took in, almost at a glance, the chief features of the topic 
with which he had to deal; saw its significance, as if by in- 
tuition ; ond, where the occasion demanded, mastered its details 
by indomitable industry. He was well versed in business, 
and, when he chose, skilful even in finance. But whatever 
his subject, when he had acquired all necessary information 
about it, and had scrupulously tested its accuracy, he let the 
light of his fancy play upon it, discovered in it latent resem- 
blances and contrasts, drew from it its moral lessons, and 
elevated it by filling it with the earnestness of his own nature. 
His natural modesty and his fine culture always kept him 


always prevented him from being dull. 

To these intrinsic excellences M. Berryer added the 
charms of a most musical voice, a handsome presence, 
and an expressiveness of countenance and gesture which 
even the greatest of our orators might well envy. His 
whole body radiated the beaming thoughts and flashing 
emotions of his soul. His published speeches, therefore, do 
but dimly reflect his living eloquence, Posterity, perhaps, 




















will be unable to account for the eminence he achieved among 
his contemporaries. It matters little. He did what best be- 
came him in his day. There are no blemishes on his fair 
fame. His life was a genuine one—for in all its vicissitudes 
he was true to himself. A good man as well as a great man, 
he has passed away from among us. Not France only, but the 
world, wherever virtue and genius can be appreciated, will 
waft after him a sigh of sorrow, and breathe a prayer that his 
example may find many devoted copyists. “ Being dead, he 
yet speaketh.” Over his grave there is an unusual concur- 
rence of living voices tearfully but hopefully bidding him 
farewell. 


THE MEET OF THE ROYAL BUCK-HOUNDS 
AT SHOTTESBROOK FARN. 


As Lord Colville’s mastership draws to its close, and Lord Cork’s 
begins to loom in the future, the sport with her Majesty’s buck- 
hounds has been of a high-class character. During last week 
they had a good hunting-run of two hours with “‘ Harrow Boy;”’ an 
hour and a quarter on Friday with ‘‘ The Doctor; ’’ and two hours 
and a half on Tuesday with ‘‘ Culross,’”’ so called in honour of 
the present master, ‘‘ Earl Colville of Culross.’’ 

Our Engraving represents the Friday meet at Shottesbrook 
Farm, which stands close by the Great Western Railway, some 
three miles from Twyford. It is a nice, cosy-looking, and 
very substantial brick building, with a sort of pleasure-ground 
garden, very tastefully laid out in front of the house, and a good 
farmstead and rickyard behind. Mr. William Sharp, the occupier, 
is a capital type of the British farmer, who says in all sincerity 
that the oftener the hounds run over his farm the better he likes it. 
About a quarter of a mile south-west of the farm is Shottesbrook 
Park, a fine old mansion, tenanted by Captain Robson, with a 
church in its park, whose spire is a beacon for miles. 

** The Doctor,’’ who is now in his seventh season, and bids fair 
to imitate the longevity of ‘‘ Woodman” or even ‘ The Miller,”’ 
was the deer of the day. He has as great a fancy for going to 
Windsor Castle as ** Harry’’ had for Bracknell, or ‘* Cranbourne”’ 
for Oxford. In fact, he ran to the castle four times in one season, 
and on ‘‘the Prince’s day’’ (April 7, 1865) he most considerately 
took the Prince of Wales and the Duke of Edinburgh straight home 
to luncheon, and thus got rid of his labours. The late Charles 
Davis, who was then huntsman, did not fail to remember that sixty 


years before, as pistol-boy, he had ridden the same line with their | 


Royal Highnesses’ great-grandfather. 

On this occasion a large field was out, including the noble 
master, Prince Joinville, Duc de Chartres, Roger Ekyn, Esq., M.P., 
Colonel Richardson Gardner, and several officers from Windsor ; 
Mr. Stephenson, ‘‘the great bookmaker;’’ most of the London 
division, and a large squadron of thoroughbred sporting farmers, 
including a very old friend to the sport, Mr. H. Hickman, who has 
hunted with the buck-hounds for sixty seasons, and who was kept 
in countenance by a gallant captain of eighty. ‘*The Doctor”’ 
ran by the corner of Shottesbrook Park, past Lawrence Waltham 
and Crockford’s Bridge, leaving Ruscombe Lake and Mr. Garth's 
kennels on the right, through Charity Wood, and on to Billingbear 
Park, across the park, and nearly to Binfield church, then to the 
right by ‘Tippen’s Wood, Manor Farm, Frog-green, and 
Waterloo Farm, up to the South-Western Railway, which he 


skirted, nearly to the gasworks at Wokingham, and housed 
himself in a carpenter’s shed, after a good run of one hour 
and a quarter. The hounds were admirably handled by the

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 
FRANCE. 


(From our own Correspondent.) 


Paris, Thursday, Dec. 3. 

France has lost another celebrity in the person of her greatest 
orator in the Senate and at the Bar. The illustrious Berryer, who 
had been lying ill for some weeks at Paris, with a kind of forecast 
of his approaching end, betook himself, about a fortnight since, to 
his chateau of Angerville, where he arrived in a state of great 
prostration, and lingered on until the morning of Sunday last, when 
he expired, after a few slight struggles. 

The third and last series of guests to be invited this season to 
the palace of Compitgne comprise among them many notable per- 
sonages, such as Marshal and the Duchess de M‘Mahon, the Duke 
and Duchess of Persigny, Prince and Princess de Metternich, M. 
Lachaud (the celebrated evocat), Baron Haussmann, and others. 
During an excursion which the Court made to Pierrefonds, on Sunday 
last, one of the horses in the little carriage driven by the Emperor 
suddenly dropped down dead and almost dragged its fellow with it. 
The Emperor, however, succeeded in alighting without accident; 
and a messenger was dispatched to the palace for another vehicle, 
in which the journey was resumed. The Emperor appears to be 
present at all the shooting-parties in the forest preserves; but he 
no longer rides with the Imperial pack at their bi-weekly meetings. 
On these occasions, however, he is frequently represented by the 
young Prince Imperial. The recent death of Baron James de 
Rothschild has furnished opportunity for reminding the Parisians 
that Napoleon III. was born at the Rothschild Hotel, in the Rue 
Lafitte, which was then known as the Hotel Louis. 

Rossini’s holograph will has been published. The legacies 

amount to 13,000f. distributed among his maternal relations, 
1100f. to each of his two executors, and the sum necessary for the 
foundation of two annual prizes of 3000f. each for the best poem 
and best musical composition of the year. The whole of his pro- 
perty, with the exception of a few articles of virti, which he desires 
to be sold, is left to his wife for her life; after her death it is 
to be devoted to establishing a conservatory of music in his native 
town of \Pesaro. Strangely enough, another town, Lugo, has 
put in a claim to the honour of being the birthplace of the com- 
»oser. Should this example be followed, he will rival Homer. 
Meanwhile, the figures 1868, the year of his death, have been 
ordered to be engraved beneath his bust in front of the New Opera. 
Those of Verdi and Carafa are now the only two that remain 
without a similar inscription. 

The judgment of the Tribunal of Correctional Police against the 
two successive printers of the Lanterne has been contirmed by 
the Imperial Court of Paris. MM. Dubrusson and Gaittet are 
definitively condemned respectively to one and two months’ 
imprisonment, and to 4000f. and 2000f. fine. 

M. Eugéne Godard, the aeronaut, is about to proceed to Cher- 
bourg to make some experiments in his system of aerial telegraphy 
on board the iron-clad squadron. This invitation is due to the 
Minister of Marine, who is said to have been struck by the success 
of the trials made by M. Godard at the Camp of Chalons last 
summer,

ITALY. 

The Chamber of Deputies at Florence has taken one more ste 
towards the union of Italy by passing the bill granting Italian civ 
and political rights to all ttaligns of the provinces of the peninsula 
not yet united to the kingdom of Italy. By the new rules recently 
adopted by the Chamber of Deputies the committee of the House 
is organised on the English Parliamentary model, The Govern- 


ment has introduced a bill abolishing the privilege hitherto enjoyed 
by the clergy of exemption from the conscription. 
The resignation of Garibaldi as a member of the Parliament 
was formally communicated to the Chamber on the 2ith ult. The 
General vacated his seat, it will be remembered, some time since, 
announcing the fact at the time in a letter to his constituents. 
There was a great eruption of Mount Etna, on Saturday even- 
ing, from the north-east cone. The eruption from Mount Vesuvius 
is exhausted, especially since the outbreak of Mount Etna; and the 
activity of eruption of the latter has also greatly diminished, 
BELGIUM, 
There are at length more favourable reports of the health of 
the heir to the throne. A bulletin states that several serious 
toms diminished during last week, and that the general health 
of his Royal Highness is more satisfactory. 


SPAIN. 

A great republican demonstration took place in Madrid on 
Sunday, at which about 50,000 persons were present, though only 
12,000 took in the proceedings. No precautionary measures 
btn a by the Meo ent, and none - said mn aave been 
bay » as everything off ve uietly. On Monday a 
monarchical pes sees mg took Pom | ih Muarid, about 3000 
persons being present. They w however, dispersed by a body 
of republicans, and their banner en from them. 

According to the latest advices from Spain, the republican 
movement is so far gaining ground that a Madrid newspaper 
publishes a list of the ‘‘ probable’? members of the Government 
in the event of a republic being formed. It is as follows:— 
Espartero, President of the Republic ; Orense, Minister of Finance ; 
Castelar, Minister of Foreign Affairs; Figareras, Minister of the 
Interior; Sorni, Minister of Justice; Pierrad, Minister of War 
and Marine. 

A decree has been issued by Senor Sagosta recommending the 
civil governors of the provinces to be on their guard against re- 
actionary manceuvres, the object of which is to disturb public meet- 
ings, in the hope that the Government may thereby be induced to 
withhold from the citizens the right of holding such meetings. The 
governors are to warn the people that those who thus attempt to 
create disorder are simply agents of the Bourbons. The Govern- 
ment is determined to maintain liberty, and to punish all who 
attempt to violate the rights the country has acquired. 

AUSTRO-HUNGARY. 

In last Saturday's sitting of the Upper House of the R »ichsra‘h 
the Military Reorganisation Bill was passed, no alterations being 
made to the amendments adopted at the last readiug by the Lower 
House. 

The nationalities are still troublesome. In Sunday’s sitting of 
the Lower House of the Hungarian Dict, at the opening of the 
debate on the paragraphs of a bill relating to the nationalities of 
Hungary, the Roumanian deputies, twenty-four in number, an- 
nounced that they would no longer take part in the discussion, and 
withdrew from the house in a body. This seems to have been 
because some proposals they made the day before had been rejected 
upon division by 267 to 24. 

In Monday’s sitting of the Lower House the bills relative to 
mixed marriages and to religious equality were adopted. Both 
delegations have passed the common Budget. 

The Chamber of Deputies voted on Tuesday a bill relative to 
the condition of the union of Transylvania and Hungary. Several 
Roumanian members protested against the union. Herr Lonyay, 
the Minister of Finance, made a report on the favourable results of 
the Hungarian Railway Loan. 

In Tuesday's sitting of the Lower House the postion of the 
Budget of 1869 relating to pensions was approved. The Army 
Bill, as modified, was adopted. In accordance with a proposal of 
the Croatian deputies, it was Jecided to create battalions of Honveds 


in Croatia. 
GERMANY. 

The Federal Council was opened at Berlin, on Monday, by Hem 
von Delbriick, President of the Federal Chancellery, in the absence 
of Count Bismarck, the Chancellor of the Confederation. 

Count Bismarck arrived in Berlm on Wednesday, having broken 
his journey the previous night at Stettin, where he slept. He is 
said to be in excellent health. 

In Tuesday's sitting of the Lower House of the Prussian Diet, 
Herr Windhorst moved that the replacing of the members of the 
Superior Tribunal by Judges who are not officially appointed as 
members of that tribunal is not allowed by law. This motion was 
the subject of a very animated speech from the Minister of Justice. 
He said :—‘* You may succeed by these motions in effecting a saving 
of money, but you will not prevent additional Judges being brought 
into requisition. I have no Liberal tendencies, and do not try to 
curry favour with political parties. If necessary, I shall appoint 
additional Judges, and place the amount of their salaries in the 
Budget. This would be the occasion for a conflict which the 
Government do not seek, but will accept if forced toit. I shall in 
future propose to the King only such Judges for the Superior 
Tribunal as will not accept any seat in the Diet.’ This speech 
created great sensation in the House, and, after a violent debate, 
the motion of Herr Windhorst was adopted. 

On the following day the semi-official Provincial Correspondence 
published an article upon the speech delivered by the Minister of 
Justice. The terms in which the article is couched are conciliatory ; 
and, after remarking upon the activity displayed by the Minister 
in the fulfilment of his functions, it declares that he had no intention 
whatever of provoking another constitutional conflict. 

THE UNITED STATES. 

Advices from Richmond state that the counsel for Jefferson 
Davis will move a rule that the indictment for high treason which is 
pending against him, on account of the part he took in the 
rebellion, be quashed, as the only punishment for rebellion pre- 
scribed by the 14th amendment in the Act of Congress is dis- 
franchisement. Chief Justice Chase was to hear the arguments 
on this point on Thursday. 

Mr. Oakey Hall, Democrat, has been elected Mayor of New 
York by a large majority. 

General Sherman, in his report on the progress of the Indian 
war, exculpates the white settlers from the blame of having been 
instrumental in the renewal of hostilities. The General recom- 
mends the transfer henceforth of the management of Indian affairs 
to the War Office, urging, at the same time, a rigorous prosecutian 
of the war against the hostile tribes, whose forcible removal to 
reservations distant from the settlements and lines of travel he 
considers an unavoidable necessity. 

The Government is acting on the advice of General Sherman. 
Through the cable we learn that the cavalry, under General Custar, 
have captured a Cheyenne ery a in the Dacotah territory, routing 
the savages and killing 150 of them. 

CANADA, 

We learn by a telegram from New York, on the Ist inst., that 

Sir John Young has taken the oaths as Governor of Canada,

Mackenzie ;"’ also 
an antique female head in terra-cotta, that formed the stopper of a 
Roman cinerary urn; terra-cotta mummy; case of an Egyptian 
animal; and a basaltic stone representation of a similar mummy 
covered with incised shesvatediies; and with another basaltic 
stone, with some curious emblems in relief, all from the library at 
Charlemont House. 


Mr. Gladstone, since his defeat in South-West Lancashire, has 
received so many letters of condclence and of suggestions that he 
has resorted to a letter to a Liverpool paper by way of a general 
answer to them all.

mgers, 1854 were English, 190 Scotch, 1056 Irish, and 2335 
oreigners. To Canada there was one ship, with 157 passengers, 
of whom 15 were cabin passengers. Of short ships, or those sailing 
independently of the Government provisions, there were ten to the 
United States, with 585 passengers ; four to Victoria, with 108 ; six 
to South America, with 108; one to China, with 20; one to the 
West Indies, with 16; and three to Africa, with 55: total, twenty- 
five ships and 892 passengers. The total emigration of the month 
shows an increase of 181, compared with the same month last year.

BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


The Registrar-General gives the following return of births and 
deaths in London and in thirteen other large towns of the United 
Kingdom during the week ending Saturday, Nov. 28 :— 

In London the births of 2152 children (1117 we and 1035 girls) 
were registered in the week. In the corresponding weeks of ten 

ears 1858-67 the average number, corrected for increase of popu- 
ation, is 2093. 

The deaths registered in London during the week were 1561. 
It was the forty-eighth week of the year; and the average number 
of deaths for that week is, with a correction for increase of popu- 
lation, 1646. The deaths in the present return are less by 85 than 
the estimated amount, but exceed by 54 the number recorded 
in the preceding week. The deaths from zynotic diseases were 
$41, the corrected average number being 375. Three deaths from 
emallpox, 39 from measles, 99 from scarlatina, 13 from diphtheria, 
30 from whooping-cough, 59 from fever, and 12 from diarrhca, 
were registered. The mortality from scarlatina exhibits a slight 
decrease, When compared with the numbers recorded in the seven pre- 
ceding weeks. 192 deaths occurred from phthisis, 217 from bronchitis, 
and 110 fron: pneumonia. In the preceding week the deaths from 

hthisis were 166, from bronchitis 223, and from pneumonia 112. 

iseases of the brain and nervous system proved fatal to 160 
persons, and 71 persons died from diseases of the organs of circula- 
tion. A labourer, aged sixty-three, died, on Nov. 21, in the work- 
house, Greenwich, from destitution, The deaths of 4 persons from 
alcoholism, of 7 children and 2 adults from burns or scalds, of 5 
persons from drowning, of 3 infants and 2 adults from suffocation, 
of 5 persons who committed suicide, and of 3 persons who were 
killed by horses or carriages in the streets were registered. 

In the week 4534 births and 3488 deaths were registered in 
London and in thirteen other large towns of the United Kingdom. 
The annual rate of mortality was 28 per 1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 26 per 1090 in 
London, 34 in Edinburgh, and 24 in Dublin; 23 in Bristol, 24 in 
Birmingham, 31 in Liverpool, 34 in Manchester, 32 in Salford, 29 in 
Sheffield, 32 in Bradford, 36 in Leeds, 31 in Hull, 27 in Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, and 35 in Glasgow. Smallpox continues fatally prevalent 
in Sheffield, and 12 deaths were referred to this disease during 
last weck within that borough. 


The Daily News records at great length a discovery in solar 
physics interesting to scientific readers. The coloured prominences 
round the sun have only made themselves apparent during eclipses. 
While the sun is “‘ naked,’’ so to speak, they could not be observed ; 
so that at each of the eclipses scientific men have been very anxious 
to observe these protuberances. Mr. Lockyer, in England, and Dr. 
Jansin, in France, have independently and contemporaneously 
discovered an arrangement of the telescope and the spectroscope by 
which these phenomena may be observed on ordinary occasions. 


The recently-issued Board of Trade returns show that in the 
month of September there was an important increase not only 
upon the figures of all the previous months of the year, but also 
upon the co din, ods of 1866 and 1867. © total value 
amounted to £33,386, 6, which was upwards of three millions 
sterling in excess of the value recorded in August. The variation 
in the exports is not so marked. The total value in October was 
£16,876, which was an increase of rather over a million in the 
returns of the corresponding month last year, but about £150,000 
less than those of the previous month this year. 


The silver medallion of the. Royal Humane Society has boen 
awarded to Captain Archibald Brown, of the smack Liverock Scott, 
for a very heroic act. In July last the schooner Maria and Fanny 
struck on a reef of sunken rocks near the island of bh ye Argyle- 
shire, and, surging off the top of the reef, lay with part of her top- 
mast above water, to which the only three survivors of her crew 
clung with great difficulty. They could be seen from the shore; 
but for a long time no assistance could rendered them, un 
Captain Brown, who had heard of their peril, sueceeded in getting 
six fishermen to enter a boat with him and attempt their rescue. 
The boat was for a long time unable to approach the wreck owing 
to the violence of the breaxers; a communication was, however, 
at length effected through the presence of mind and ingenuity o 
the captain, and the men were saved. The fishermen who were 
with Captain Brown received each a bronze medal, Their names 
are—Niel Sinclair, Archibald M‘Lean, sen., Archibald M‘Clean, 
jun., John Black, Duncan M‘Clean, and Thomas Campbell.

The Conservative Ministry has ceased to exist. At a Cabinet 
Council, held on Tuesday, the resolution to resign was formally 
affirmed, and the Premier subsequently tendered the resigna- 
tion at Windsor. The constitutional steps by which the 
transfer of office to Mr, Gladstone will be arranged follow 
one another as matter of course, and a new Ministry is iu 
course of composition. 

The fall of the Conservative Cabinet was, of course, inevi- 
table. The balance-sheet of the elections gives those whom 
a few days ago we should have called the Opposition, a 
majority within a fraction of six score. It was understood, 
also, that no time would be lost by Mr. Gladstone in 
bringing on a division which should imply a vote of 
want of confidence. We think that Mr. Disraeli’s 
conduct deserves unqualified praise, and we duly appreciate 
the difficulty which those whose business it is to find fault 
with every act and word of his have had to struggle with in 
the endeavour to show that he ought not to have resigned 
before his Ministry should have been condemned. We think 
that they had better have imitated the language of his 
stanchest enemy, the organ of ultra-radicalism, and have 
owned that his course has the merit of gentlemanly frankness, 
and will raise him in the estimation of the public. Those 
who would have had him place the Sovereign in a false 
position and waste the time of the nation by the 
publication of a Royal speech, which in the circumstances 
would be meaningless, and take a debate which could 


| have no effect beyond the rousing angry political passions, de 


not seem to recognise the serious nature of Parliamentary 
High-

‘The Administration, however, cannot expect the confidence 
of the House of Commons. It is due, therefore, to their 
own honour and their own policy not to retain office unneces- 
sarily for a single day. They resign, but they do not modify 
their opinions. Mr, Gladstone's proposition is wrong in prin- 
ciple, probably impracticable in conduct, and, if practicable, 
would be disastrous. While willing to aid in any plan for the 
improvement of the Irish Church, they will offer an uncom- 
promising resistance to the policy they opposed last Session. 
Such is a condensed version of Mr. Disraeli’s manifesto, and 
even those who most rejoice in the main fact which he 
announces must allow that he has stated his case with the 
utmost plainness and fairness. 

He now goes into opposition, and the nature of the 
«ampaign which will probably begin in February or March is 
shadowed out as far as circumstances will permit. For the 
moment we presume that all will be peace and formality. It 
will be well that the House should meet and that the con- 
stitutional process which precedes besiness should be gone 
through. Mr. Gladstone's accession to office will be recognised, 
and then all re-elections can be quietly got through. Par- 
liament, meeting again at about the usual time, will have a 
right to expect that full revelation of the policy of the new 
Government which, doubtless, Mr. Gladstone is quite ready to 
present at once, but which will be all the better for two months 
of deliberation, while its author remains unpledged to details. 
For there is one passage in Mr. Disraeli’s address which 
with curious fidelity reproduces the suggestions that 
we have recently ventured to make—the reference to 
n public opinion which no wise statesman should disregard, 
and to this paragraph Mr. Gladstone's best attention should 
be given—fas est deceri—whether he have well weighed the 
matter or not. If the new Government is to be an abiding 
one, if it is to have that confidence which has been withheld 
from the moribund Administration, it must represent in 
matters of large policy, not the views of this Scotch borough, 

hat Irish county, or this or that metropolitan constituency, 
but of the nation. The verdict has been unmistakably given 
in favour of the general policy of Mr. Gladstone; but we 
repeat, there must be no extremes, noinjustice. Mr. Gladstone 
will not fail to remember that he was but coldly listened to by a 
certain part of his followers in the last Parliament, when he urged 
the cause of justice to those interests with which he proposed to 
dcal, and that the enthusiastic plaudits which greeted his an- 
nouncement of a disestablishment were changed, for silence 
and even for some murmur, when he proceeded to qualification 
of sentence. A good many of those malcontents have been}turned 
out of the House of Commons, but their places have in some in- 
stances been filled by persons who avow similar feelings. To 
their counsels or to their displeasure the new Premier will turn 
the deafest of ears. The country is not with them. We regard it 
as a very fortunate thing, both for the new Government and 
the nation, that a couple of months must elapse before any 
definite proposals of any kind can be submitted to the British 
Parliament Day by day we shall all cool down from the 
white heat of the elections, the lines of political perspective 
will cease to dance before our eyes, and when Mr. Gladstone 
takes his place at the table in February he will confront a 
very different assembly from that which is about to gather 
fresh from the excitement of the fiercest struggle since 1832. 

In taking leave of Mr. Disraeli as First Minister, we would 
first express our gratification that he remains in the House of 
Commons. The graceful act by which, while not declining 
honours which he might have claimed, he has transferred 
them to the individual dearest to him, has been unanimously 
recognised as one of those pleasant incidents which for the 
moment give pause to the fight of politics, and bid the 
champions on both sides flourish sword salute to one who 
henceforth surveys the arena from a more exalted seat.

RESIGNATION OF THE MINISTRY. 


We have been requested to publish the following statem>nt, which 
Mr. Disraeli has addressed to the supporters of the Ministry in both 
Houses of Parliament :— 

If Parliament were sitting I should not have adopted this 
course ; but, as the public acts of a Ministry should not be mis- 
understood, and as there are no other means of explaining their 
motives, I have taken the liberty of thus addressing the Conservative 
members in both Houses of Parliament. 

When her Majesty’s Government, in the spring of this year, 
were placed in a minority in the House of Commons on the question 
of disestablishing the’ Church in Ireland, they had to consider that 
the policy proposed had never been submitted to the country, aad 
they believed that the country would not sanction it. 

They therefore felt it their duty to advise her Majesty to dis- 
solve Parliament; but to make an appeal to the obsolete consti- 
tuency would have been an absurdity, and the candid opinion of 
the country coincided with that of Parliament, that no course 
could be satisfactory unless the voices of the enlarged electoral 
body were ascertained. All means were, therefore, taken by the 
Ministry to expedite that appeal, and a special statute was passed 
for the purpose. 

Although the general election has elicited, in the decision ef 
numerous and vast constituencies, an expr nof feeling which in a 
remarkable degree has justified their an tions, and which, ia 
dealing with the question in controversy, no wise statesman would 
disregard, it is now clear that the present Administration cannot 
expect to command the confidence of the newly-elected House of 
Commons." 

Under thesé cireumstances, her Majesty's Ministers have felt it 
due to their own honour and to the policy they support not te 
retain office unnecessarily for a single day. They hold it to be 
more consistent with the attitude they have assumed, and with the 
convenience of public business at this season, as well as more con- 
ducive to the just influence of the Conservative party, at once to 
tender the resignation of their offices to her Majesty, rather than 
to wait for the assembling of a Parliament in which, in the present 
aspect of affairs, they are sensible that they must be in a minority. 

In thus acting, her Majesty's Government have seen no cause te 
modify those opinions upon which they deemed it their duty to 
found their counsel to the Sovereign on the question of the disestab- 
lishment and disendowment of the Church. They remain con- 
vinced that the proposition of Mr. Gladstone is wrong in principle, 
probably impracticable in conduct, and, if practicable, would be 
disastrous in its effects. 

While ready at all times to give a fair consideration and willing 
aid to any plan for the improvement of the Church in Ireland, te 
the policy which they opposed last Session, rife, as they believe it 
to be, with many calamities to society and the State, they will con- 
tinue, in whatever position they occupy, to offer an uncompromising 
resistance.

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THE ELECTIONS. 

The somewhat long-drawn-out elections for the counties having at 
last ceased all over the kingdom, a complete record of their re- 
sults is attainable. The supplement to this chronicle begins 
with Berkshire, where the minority clause was eagerly accepted by 
Mr. Walter, as affording a certainty of his election, which has, 
accordingly, occurred, and he supplies the place of Sir Charles 
Russell, who retires; but Mr. Auberon Herbert, the second Liberal 
candidate, was unable to move either of the two former Con- 
servative members, Colonel Loyd Lindsay and Mr. Benyon. In 
Cardiganshire, which Sir Thomas Lioyd vacated for the 
easier berth of Cardigan borough, Mr. Richards has saved 
the representation for Liberalism, after a _ contest. In 
Cumberland East there has been a Liberal loss; for Mr. Hodgson, 
coming down with a rush at the last moment, ousted Mr. Marshall, 
a veteran M.P., who has sat in the House, though for different 
places, consecutively since 1826; but the other and Liberal old 
member, the Hon. C. W. Howard, retained his seat. The bold and 
sudden onset of Mr. Osborne Morgan (Liberal) on the seat held by 
Sir Watkin Wynn in Denbighshire did not succeed, but resulted 
only in his pushing out the former Liberal member, Mr. Biddulph. 
Another Conservative success occurred in North Derbyshire, 
where, though Lord George Cavendish, the late Liberal member, 
held his seat, his former colleague of the same creed, Mr. 
W. Jackson, was rejected for Mr. Arkwright, Conservative. Lord 
Amberley was nowhere in South Devon, Mr, Kekewich, the pre- 
vious Conservative representative, coming in with Sir Massey Lopes, 
who left Westbury for a county seat. The brace of Liberal 
Baronets, Sir Thomas Western (late member for North Essex) and 
Sir N. Abdy, had to succumb before Mr. Round and Colonel Brise 
in the new division of North-East Essex; but in Gloucestershire 
West Colonel Kingscote goes back to the House with a Liberal | 
colleague, Mr. Marling, who defeated Colonel Somerset, the late 

Conservative member for the division. The state of South Hants is

district of the north. To Athlone came nigh a dozen wooers, but | 
they tailed off by the time of the election to three or four, and out 
of them Mr. Ennis, son of Sir John Ennis, formerly member 
for the town, and a Liberal, was chosen, Mr. Rearden not 
giving the electors the pleasure of even beholding his countenance. 
it was a decided Liberal triumph when Mr. Shaw defeated Colonel 
Pernard, the late member, in his own family borough of Bandon; 
a Liberal gain was made in Belfast, Mr. M‘Clure seeuring one seat, 
while Mr. Johnstone, the hot Orange Conservative, got the other, Sir 
Charles Lanyon, one of the late members, being left out. At Carlow 
borough, Liberal striving against Liberal, Captain Fagan pushed out 
the former member, Mr. Osborne Stock; in the county there was no 
change of politics, Mr. Bruen, the late Conservative representative, 
being returned unopposed, with Mr. Kavanagh, who migrated from 
Wexford to take the place left open by Mr. Pack-Beresford. 
Though hard pressed, the superb Mr. Lyster O’ Beirne has bewn re- 
seated for Cashel; Cavan County again returns its Conservative 
Colonel Annesley and its half-and-half Mr. Saunderson; at Carrick- | 
fergus Mr. Dalway, a Liberal, replaces Conservative Mr. R. 
Torrens; Clare County holds to its one-and-one representation in 
the persons of Sir Colman O’ Loghlen and Colonel Vandeleur, the Con- 
servatism of the latter, however, being tempered by votes against the 
Irish Church ; Coleraine, quietly and without strife, re-re turns Tory 
Sir Hervey Bruce ; and the half ludicrous attempt on Cork city, in 
the Conservative interest, by Mr. Abbott, “‘of London,” failed to 
shake in the least the tried Liberal members, Mr. Maguire and Mr. 
Nicholas Murphy. The county of Cork was hard fought, and in 
the event Mr. McCarthy Downing, Liberal, was chosen as a new 
representative, while Mr. Smith Barry, of the same creed, regained | 
the seat he held in the last Parliament; and as Mr. Leader, who 
retired, was a Conservative, there has thus been an accession to the 
Liberal ranks. Of course, Mr. Bagwell was once more chosen for 
Clonmel, no man gainsaying him. 

Donegal is undisturbed in its Conservatism, the Marquis of 
Hamilton and Mr. Conolly coming in again, in reality unopposed at 
the last moment. The like may be said of the County Down, 
where Lord A. Hill-Trevor and Colonel Forde (Conservatives) re- | 
sumed their seats without question; but at Drogheda there was | 
what may be called—looking to the riot and worse which marked 
the proceedings of the election—a terrible contest; yet, though 
Mr. Whitworth was assailed at once by a cognate Liberal politician, 
Mr. Brodigan, and by a formidable Conservative foe, in Sir Leopold 
M‘Clintock, R.N., he held his own, and was returned to his former 
seat once more. The attempt on the part of the Liberals to carry a 
seat in Dublin county by a coup-de-main was unsuccessful, the old 
Conservative member, Colonel Taylor, and Mr. Iamilton winning 
easily. The severe contest in the city of Dublin ended in leaving 
things as they were in the late Parliament, Sir Arthur Guinness 
and Mr. Pim coming in first and second at the finish; while in | 
Dublin University, as Mr. Lefroy prudently did not put in a per- 
sonal appearance, he was re-elected, and with him came 
Dr. Ball, the new Irish Attorney-General, supplying the | 
vacancy left by tho retirement of Mr. Warren.

electors of Dundalk, apparently disapproving of the neutral tint 
of Sir George Bowyer’s politics, replaced him with a wholly 
Liberal member, Mr. Callan. In Dungannon Colonel Stuart Knox 
has not been touched even by a breathof opposition, and to the new 
Parliament thus has been preserved one of the bits of colour which 
existed in the old. The hybrid politician Mr. Henry Matthews, 
who bore the imprimatur of the Tory whipper-in and was the 
spoiled child of the Fenians in Dungarvon, has ousted Mr. Serjeant 
Barry from that borough. Ennis retains Liberalism and Captain 
Stacpoole together, as heretofore ; but in Enniskillen a Conservative, 
Viscount Crichton, assailed a brother politician, the late member, 
the Hon. J. Lowry Cole, at the same time with a Liberal; and in the 
result the heir tothe Earldom of Erne was elected. To the family 
of Cole and Conservatism the county of Fermanagh, as ever, re- 
mains true, and has retained the Hon. Henry of. that name, its old 
member, and with him, as before, the other Conservative, Captain 
Archdall. For the town of Galway, out of which Mr. Morris, one of 
the late members, was driven omit in the time of electioneering, 
Lord St. Lawrence, a Liberal, came in with Sir 
Blennarhassett, the previous member of the same creed; while 
for Galway County Viscount Burke and Mr. Gregory resume 
their unopposed seats. The like, as a matter of course, happened 
in Kerry with Lord Castlerosse and Mr. Henry Herbert; in Kildare 
with Mr. Cogan and Lord Otho Fitzgerald; in Kilkenny County 
with Mr. Bryan and Mr, Agar-Ellis; and in the city of that name 
with Sir John Gray. 

In King’s County Sir Patrick O’Brien has now a Liberal col- 
league in Mr. Sherlock, Q.C., who has displaced Mr. Gilbert King, 
Conservative; Kinsale has been so satisfied with Liberal Sir 
George Coulthurst that he was returned almost without 
asking; Leitrim County has held without question to Con- 
servative Mr. W. Ormsby-Gore, balanced by Liberal Dr. Brady; 
and though Major Gavin and Mr. Francis Russell had a tussle to 
preserve their seats for themselves and Liberalism at Limerick City, 
they succeeded ; while in Limerick County not a word was said at 
the crucial moment to interfere with the re-return of Mr. Monsell 
and Mr. Synan. It would seem that Lisburn does not choose to 
give Mr. Verner to Armagh County, for he has been re-elected for 
the former place. Involving as it did the expulsion of a son of the 
Lord Lieutenant and a Lord of the Treasury, the triumph of Mr. 
Dowse, Q.C. (L), over Lord Claud John Hamilton was particu- 
larly notable in the election for the city of Londonderry ; but in the 
county Liberalism made no venture, and the old members, Sir 
Frederick Heygate and Mr. Peel Dawson, again represent it. The 
same members are in for Longford—namely, Mr. 9'Reilly and 
Captain Greville Nugent, Liberals. Louth willingly re-accepted Mr. 
Chichester-Fortescue, and gave him a Liberal colleague, as before, 
though Mr. Dease was substituted for Mr. Tristram Kennedy, who 
did not seek re-election; and Mallow, for the asking, again chose 
Mr. Sullivan, the ex-Solicitor-General for Ireland. There was 
sharp work in Mayo between the candidates; but the contention was 
rather amongst the Liberals than against the one Conservative ; andin 
the end Lord Bingham, of that creed, regained his seat, while Mr. 
G. H. Moore, a quondam representative of the county, fills that 
resigned by Lord John Browne. For Meath Mr. Corbally and Mr. 
M‘Evoy, the previous Liberal members, are again seated. 
Monaghan retains Mr. Leslie, its former Conservative representa- 
tive, and sends Mr. Shirley, of the same creed, to replace Liberal 
Lord Cremorne, who retires. Into New Ross Mr. M‘Mahon, 
Liberal, and formerly M.P. for Wexford, walked, as Colonel 
Tottenham, the late Tory member, walked out; and at Newry a 
whilom Liberal representative of the place, Mr. Kirk, beat the 
Conservative candidate, Viscount Newry. The Dawson-Damer 
interest in Portarlington, most liliputian of constituencies, though 
shaken at the last election, has so far recuperated tha: Captain 
Damer, a former Conservative member, this time beat Mr. Lawson, 
ex-Attorney-General for Lreland. 

The Queen’s County, retaining Liberal Mr. Fitzpatrick, parted 
with Conservative General Dunne, supplying his place with a pro- 
gressist in Mr. Digby. Of course Roscommon rechose the veteran 
Liberal Colonel French, and with him, quite as much of course, 
his former congener, The O’Conor Don, whose younger brother, 
after a severe contest, won a seat for progress in the county 
of Sligo from Colonel Cooper, although Sir Robert Gore Booth, the 
other Conservative candidate and late member, was returned. The 
county of Tipperary has made no prominent figure in the Irish 








elections, inasmuch as the late Liberal members, Captain White and |

at Tralee in the case of The O'Donoghue. Nothing was done, 
and little if anything said, against the re-election of Mr.

EXPLOSIONS. 

On Thursday week an explosion took place in Arley Mins, 
Hindley-green, near Wigan. At six o'clock the firemen made an 
inspection, and reported that all was safe. Both the firemen have 
been killed. The workings extend east and west; on the east side 
150 men worked, and on the west sixty or seventy. All on the 
east side escaped ; nearly all on the west side were killed. Several 
persons escaped with burns. A few penetrated the chokedamp, 
and one was restored by artificial respiration; but fifty-seven were 
suffocated, and four have since died. The extremity of the work- 
ings was not reached till six hours after the explosion. Mr. Higson, 


| the Government inspector, went down into the pit at noon. 


The cause of the accident is supposed to have been what 
are called ‘‘blowers.”’ These are hollow places in the 
coal containing gas, often in such a state of compression 
that it rushes out like steam from a safety-valve, filling 
miles of roadways and workings in a few seconds. If the lamps of 


| the miners are then all in good order, no naked flame exposed, and 


the ventilation active, an explosion may not follow. It is, how- 
ever, customary for the miners to extinguish their lamps by draw- 
ing down the wicks; but if a puff of breath is used the flame may 
be projected through the gauze, and the firedamp exploded. This 
was probably the cause at Hindley, as all was safe when the 
workings were examined before the men went to work. A scientific 
writer in the Daily News had been predicting colliery explosions 
for some’ days. There was on Nov. 21 and 33 a sudden fall of 
an inch and a quarter in the barometer; and scientific men have 
noticed that these explosions always occur in the first few days 
after a sudden fall. The preventive is ventilation; and it seems 
certain that a little attention to the clear warning given would 


THE MAGAZINES. 

The present number of the Cornhill is the least interesting we have 
seen fora longtime. There is, virtually, nothing in it except the 
three serial stories, the palm among which undoubtedly belongs te 
Miss Thackeray’s “‘ From an Island.’’ Less pathetic and suggestive 
of restrained power than is usual with the authoress, it is still a 
charming and refined study, an interesting glimpse of an attractive 
social circle. ‘‘ That Boy of Norcott’s"’ is written with point and 
cleverness; but the characters are not very agreeable and the 
incidents not very natural. We are, however, promised a change of 
both. “ Lettice Lisle’ is a success in its somewhat homely way. 
We should have appreciated it more thoroughly if it had appeared 
before we were quite surfeited with provincialisms. Of the other 
papers ** Army Reform’ and **Old Towns in Provence’’ are 
sufficiently characterised by the titles. The scope of ‘Why I 
Live in Hyde Park”’ is not, at first so obvious. It is, in fact, the 
professed autobiograghy of a Greek merchant, whose Hyde Park 
mansion is represented as the crown and reward of a long course of 
successful rascality. We have read something very like it in 4// 
the Year Round. A paper on the silk trade gives a very satisfactory 
account of the success of the English manufactures in competition 
with France. Curiously enough, the diction of the article itself is 
full of French importations in the shape of Gallicisms. 

Macmillan, unlike the Cornhill, puts forth one of the boast 
numbers we have seen for some time. It is not free from one of 
the besetting sins of this magazine—papers of insignificant length 
on subjects of insignificant importance—but on the whole is very 
good. Mr. Goldwin Smith's essay on Peel is more temperate than 
usual with him in political sentiment, and worthy, in point of 
style, of this great master of fine English prose. We do not 
quite understand why Peel’s career should inspire Mr. Smith, 
*“‘on the whole, rather with a feeling of cnlaans,” and are 
more inclined to assent to Mr. Greg's estimate of the states- 
man’s position during his closing years that “greater reward 
God, out of His ample treasury, has not to  bestow.’’ 
Another very interesting paper is Mr. Ralston’s summary of ** The 
Experiences of a Russian Exile.’ Kelsief, the personage in quea- 
tion, was, by his own account, a Russian schismatic and revo- 
lutionist, who occupied himself for some years in counteracting the 
designs of the Russian agents in Moldavia. Home-sick, at last, 
and discouraged by his ill-success, he returned to Russia, and was 
immediately arrested, but liberated upon the authorities becoming 
convinced of his repentance. The moral of his confessions (always 
presuming that he was not in the employment of the police from 
first to last) is that a Russian cannot be a traitor; that he must 
always desire the aggrandisement of his country; that he cannot 
live away from her with comfort, and that nothing but misoconcep- 
tion can affect his loyalty to the Czar. ‘‘Fox-hunting at Rome" is 
an agreeable paper, and “ Luther on Church and State’’ is in- 
teresting under present circumstances. ‘‘ The Chaplet of Pearls’’ 
is concluded. We must say it has lasted long enough, though ver 
sensible of Miss Yonge’s vigour, variety, fine feeling, and thoroug 
realisation of the epoch in which the story is laid. Dean Stanley 
has produced an excellent rendering of the ‘‘ Dies Ire,’’ discarding 
about a third of the original text and retaining some of the bast 
lines of Sir Walter Scott and other previous translators. 

**Doubles and Quits’’ in Blackwood is a decided hit. The 
vivacity and glee of the narrative are as great as ever; while, 
towards the close of this second part of the tale, a deeper note is 
struck, and the honest simplicity of a big, good-natured, stupid 
dragoon are sketched with real pathos and much in the style of 
Thackeray. Kinglake’s history of the Crimean War being published 
by Messrs. Blackwood, their magazine has, as in duty bound, a 
review of it, more impartial and suggestive than could have been 
expected from anything so obviously written to order. The notice 
of Dean Milman is elaborate and comprehensive, comprising a survey 
not only of his great historical works but of his almost-forgotten 
poetry.

The chief feature is a rather hostile article on 
the cheap music-hails by Mr. James Greenwood. The Monthly 
Packet is, as always, ladylike and religious. ‘‘M. C."’ whose fine 
poetical talent has so often excited our attention, contributes an 
exceedingly spirited version of Manzoni’s Hymn on the Nativity. 
** Herodion”’ is also a striking poem. 

The Victoria has a paper of some interest on bushranging, and 
promises a new story next year. The contents of the London are in 
general amusing. Good Words now appears with a companion, 
Good Words for the Young, of which it is eaough to say that it 
merits the enormous ci tion it is certain toobtain. The literary 
contents are furnished by no less celebrities they Mr. Kingsley, 
Mr. Macdonald, and Mrs. Craik, ably supported by Messrs. Gilbert, 
Ralston, Cambridge, Matthew Browne, and others. The best page, 
however, is contributed, not by the authors, but by the cats. It 
would be hard to find anywhere more admirable illustrations than 
the full page of woodcuts showing forth *‘ A Day of a Cat's Life ;’’ 
and, generally speaking, the pictures throughout the number are 
better than those provided for their seniors by the parent journal. 
There is no reason to fear that the success of Good Words for the 
Yowrg will injuriously affect Aunt Judy's Magazine, so long as this 
is as ably conducted as at present ; and Chambers’s Journal, Cassell’ s 
Megezine, and the Leisure Hour deserve the acknowledgment 
usua.ly due to their unostentatious utility.

The leading inci- 
dent of Mr. Trollope’s story is painful and somewhat irritating to 
a beney: lent mind, as it turns on two amiable people making them- 
selves and every one about them uncomfortable from sheer un- 
reasonableness. One longs to give them severally a good 
shaking. Mr. Trollope has judiciously relieved the aggravating 
monotony of their situation by bringing one of them down to 
the country, and we are justified in expecting as fine a series of 
country portraits from his hand as he has given us in his renowned 
** Barsetshire’’ novels. All the episodical portions of his present 
story are so far excellent; and, in particular, Miss Stanbary, the 
stout old maid of Exeter, deserves to be ranked among his most 
successful creations.

PARIS FASHIONS FOR DECEMBER. 


The winter fashions appear to have now finally declared thom- 
selves. It is evident that robes, which promise to be of more 
brilliant shades than ever, will be either raised far higher than 
usual or else the skirts will be made much shorter, as a pre- 
i to the robes 4 trois or quatre jupes, which we may 
expect ere long to see introduced. In any case they will be 
bouffantes behind, and frequently at the sides as well. Velvet 
mantles, fitting to the shape, and trimmed with fur at the bottom, 
at the collar, shoulders, and cuffs, with little ruffs to correspond, 
are by far the most fashionable. Other novelties in the way of 
mantles are of cloth of any shade, trimmed with deep borders of 
tartan. A light-grey mantle of this description, with a trimming 
of black and white plaid, was worn by the Empress Eugénie at the 
shooting-party at Compiégne during the visit of the Prince and 
Princess of Wales. Chapeaux, half fanchon, half toque, with 
frontons of feathers,velvet, lace, or satin, and trimmed with a large 
flower, and perhaps a few buds, one or more bows, or 
some puffs or rosettes of lace, out of which springs a white 
aigrette, dispute the ninence which the chapeau Russe has 
suddenly attained. is latter chapeau, which is ordinarily 
of some kind of fur, black, white, or grey Astrakhan, sealskin, sable, 
or eea-otter, or else formed of fillets of black or coloured feathers, 
is commonly little more than a mere skullcap, rather showily 
trimmed with a large full-blown rose or a bow or rosette of some 
brilliant-coloured velvet, posing a white aigrette, or with a Little 
bird of remarkably gay plumage perched, as it were, almost in 
front. Some of these cl.apeaux are fiat at the top, while others 
have black or bright-coloured velvet crowns. With the latter, little 
fur-bound velvet muifs ani boots to match are frequently worn. 
In ooiffures the real hair now mounts high in front, as 

assert its superiority over the false chignon ; in addition to which, 
moreover, a large flower is usually worn posed almost at the top of 
the head. The long spiral curls falling from the chignon are so 
much in vogue just now that, to use a hackneyed expression, no 
lady's coiffure can be considered complete without them.

The low corsage is open in 
front to the waist, showing a rich plastron of white lace framed as it 
were between two plissés which ornament the corsage and pass oer 





the shoulders, where they are edged with lace. The coiffure consists 
of a large yellow rose, surrounded by black velvet leaves, posed in 
front at the top of the head. 

Fig. 3. Totlette de Diner, composed of an under jupe of rich blue 
taffeta bouillonné as high as the yoy skirt, which is looped up in 
front quite level with the knees. The upper jupe, of white gaze de 
Chambéry striped with yellow satin, has the corsage cut square 
and low, and bordered with ruches of ribbon to match the yellow 
satin stripes. The chemisette is of white muslin bouillonné. The 
Louis Quinze sleeves, which are bordered with a deep satin ruche, 
from which falls a rich blonde or lace ruffle, have a satin bow with 
long ends at the shoulder. Ceinture of yellow satin ribbon. The 
upper jupe a queue is looped up behind and at the sides with bows, 
and is bordered with a deep yellow satin ruche. The coiffure con- 
sists of a few blue flowers.

THE FUNERAL OF ROSSINI, 


Along with the Portrait, engraved last week, of the famous 
Italian musical composer Rossini, we gave an Illustration of his 
funeral, which took place at Paris, where he died, on Saturday 








week. The religious ceremony was performed in the beautiful new 
church of La Trinité, at the end of the Chaussée d’ Antin, a short 
distance north of the Madeleine ; and the coffin was thence removed 
to the Pére la Chaise cemetery for interment. The Illustration 
given in our last showed the funeral procession, with the hearse and 
mourning-carriages, escorted by a guard of soldiers (because Rossini 
was a Grand Officer of the Legion of Honour), arriving in front of 
the church.

The Emperor was 
represented by M. de la Ferriére, one of his Chamberlains, who 
followed in one of the Court carriages, M. Vaillant, Minister of 
the Imperial Household and of the Department of Fine Arts, was 
also present, Indeed, the list of celebrities in all departments who 








paid their last tribute of respect to Rossini would fill a column. 
The deputation from Pesaro preceded all the musical corporations 
in the procession. On the coffin was deposited a crown formed of 
laurel and gold. It was past four when the procession reached the 
cemetery, where the remains were laid in the ground. Discourses 
were pronounced by Count Mamiani of Pesaro, late Minister of Public 
Instruction in Italy, and Professor of Philosophy, in the name of 
the Italian deputation; and by MM. Camille Doucet, Ambrose 
Thomas, St. George, and others, in the name of France and of the 
other European nations.

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THE LATE M. BERRYEK. 


We have to announce the death, last Sunday 
morning, of M. Berryer, the eminent forensic 
advocate and French politician, who was 
honoured with a festive banquet given by the 
members of the Inns of Court in the Middle 
Temple Hall, when he came to England, on 
a visit to Lord Brougham, three or four years 
ago. He was born at Paris, Jan. 4, 1790; 
his father was an advocate, but Pierre 
Antoine Berryer, the subject of this notice, 
was at first intended forthe Church. He was 
educated, accordingly, at the Oratorian School 
of Juille, but had scarcely reached the age of 
manhood when he changed his profession, 
began to study the law, and married, 
at twenty-one, a young lady named Gautier, 
who had seen but sixteen years. He soon 
entered on practice at the bar; and his powers 
as an orator and debater were shown not only 
in the courts of law, but in his political 
addresses. His father was one of those liberal 
Royalists who had hoped to engraft on the 
French monarchy a constitutiqn like that of 
England, and both father and son were con- 
sistent Liberals, though neither of them 
allowed political feeling to interfere with the 
duties of an advocate. As Napoleon was totter- 
ing to his downfall, Berryer had the boldness 
to proclaim his downfall at Rennes, and to 
raise the white cockade. This proceeding led 
to an order from the prefect for his arrest ; 
but, fearing a too summary execution of 
justice, he escaped to Nantes. He won his 
distinction at the bar by his father’s 
side, in contending for the life of the unfor- 
tunate Marshal Ney. His eloquence on this 
occasion assured the sneceiatal career of the 
oung advocate. Cambronne, another of the 
| So ists then accused of treason, imme- 
diately confided his cause to Berryer junior, 
and was justified by an acquittal, though 
Berryer was himself accused of uttering sedi- 
tion in his speech. He stood this attack 
firmly; and the King, admiring his steadi- 
ness, granted the pardon of General Debelle 
to his solicitation. In 1826 he defended the 
Abbé Lamennais on a charge of sedition, 
and obtained his acquittal on one count 
of the indictment, and the infliction of 
a ve small penalty on the other. In 
1830 Berryer was elected deputy for the 
Haute Loire, and made his first appear- 
ance in the Chamber, taking, as might be 
expected, high rank as a speaker. He was 
opposed to the Revolution, and favoured the 
succession of the young Duc de Bordeaux, 
under the cy of his mother, the Duchess 
de Berri. e was, in fact, the head of the 
Legitimists, and was therefore suspected of 
complicity with the Duchess de Berri in her 
i ion in La Vendée, in 1832. Berryer 
had gone to Nantes with a letter from 
Chateaubriand, urging the Duchess to abstain 
from such a course as she meditated; and, 
being naturally apprehensive of an arrest, he 
determined to go to Switzerland for a time. 
He was, however, apprehended and taken to

large number of students. The Government 
prosecuted him for sedition, along with the 
editors of six journals in which his reply to 
the students had appeared. Berryer was 
retained for the defence, and obtained a 
unanimous verdict of acquittal for all his 
clients. In 1834-5 he successfully defended 
D’Argenson, De Puyraveau, and Garnier 
Pages; and-in 1836 was presented by the 
French Legitimists with the estate of Anger- 
ville, which his difficulties compelled him to 
offer for sale in the following year; but the 
party again raised a subscription for him. 
e paid a visit to Charles X. in his exile 
shortly before his decease. On the trial of 
Louis Napoleon for his attempt at Boulogne in 
1840, the Prince chose Berryer and Marie as his 
defenders, and Berryer made a bold speech, 
saying it was natural that the Prince should 
desire to place himself at the head of the 
French nation as chief mourner for Napoleon, 
whose remains were then on their way from 
St. Helena. His dynasty had been elected 
by 4,000,000 Frenchmen, and he was the heir 
to that throne. He must be treated like 
those of other deposed dynasties, and con- 
demned simply to exile. Atthe end of the 
same year France was roused by the success 
of Sir C. Napier at Acre, and the peaceful 
address of the French Ministry was fiercely 
debated. Berryer, in his speech against it, 
called on the Chamber to make a protest 
which would gladden the spirit of that great 
enemy of England. Berryes was one of 
the French deputies who attended the 
mock Court of the Count de Chambord, 
in Belgrave-square, in 1843; buthe spoke 
powerfully in his own defence and that 
of 3000 other French subjects, and in 
indignant protest against a paragraph of 
the Royal address reflecting on them. He 
attacked the Ministry in the same year for 
disavowing the acts of Admiral Dupetit 
Thouars in seizing Tahiti; and in 1845 he 
urged the plea of liberty of conscience against 
the law to exile the Jesuits. At the vo- 
lution of 1848, Berryer made no sign, but was 
chosen deputy for the Bouches du Rhone. 
During the Republic he said little, but was 
opposed to Louis Napoleon, and protested 
against the repeal of the law exiling 
the Bourbons, for the curious reason 
that the Count de Chambord, a monarch 
kept illegally from his throne, could 
not accept permission to enter his own king- 
dom. Berryer joined with the party that en- 
deavoured to destroy the power of the Presi- 
dent and to impeach him; but when the 
coup-d’état of Dec. 2, 1851, 
effected, he ceased to take an active part in 
politics. He endeavoured to effect a recon- 
ciliation between the branches of the 
Bourbons. He was bitonnier of the French 
bar in 1852, and was elected an Academician 
in 1854, when he did not, as was customary, 
pay a complimentary visit to the head of the 
vernment. When Montalembert was prose- 
cuted, in 1858, for publishing his cele- 
brated “‘Debate on India in the English 


House of Commons,’’ he intrusted his defence to Berryer; and 
| in 1861 Berryer was counsel for Miss Paterson in her suit against 
the representatives of Jerome Bonaparte. He allowed himself to 
be nominated as a candidate in 1 for the representation of 
the Bouches du Rhone, and was returned along with Thiers and 
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M. Marie. In the Imperial Chamber of Deputies Berryer did 
not take a very active part. He spoke in 1867 in favour of the 
French intervention in Rome, and made an indignant protest 
against the attacks on the French press by the Count de Ker- 
veguen. When, recently, a movement was set on foot to erecta 
monument to Baudin, a victim of the coup-d'état, Berryer was one 
of those who came forward to subscribe publicly as a protest 
against the prosecutions commenced by the Government. This 
was the last political action of his life. : ;

AN ENGLISH BISHOP IN CASHMERE. 

Tho visit of the Bishop of Calcutta to Cashmere, about two months 
ago, was attended with some interesting scenes, one of which is 
shown in an Illustration engraved from a sketch by Mr. Blyth. The 
Bishop, when he descended the Baramula Pass from British India 
amd reached the navigable part of the river Jhelum, found a state 
barge, with other boats, placed at his disposal. In these boats his 
party 


which is a town of 40,000 people. At the first of the three bridges 
there he was met by the Deputy Governor, on behalf of the 
Maharajah, with the British Political Resident, Colonel Cracroft ; 
tho Rev. J. R. Baldwin, Chaplain, and many official persons. The 
Maharajah sent his compliments, with a message of welcome. The 
procession of boats went up through the city, which consists mainly 
of wooden houses, with overhanging balconies and latticed windows. 








They are often built upon massive stone foundations, the 
remains of ancient temples, richly sculptured, and proving 
the former magnificence of Cashmere, but which were 


destroyed by Mohammedan conquerors centuries ago. Here and 
there the snes of houses is broken by a ghaut or flight of stone 
steps, where the women come in pict ue groups to wash and 
a ildren to bathe; and also by trees and shrubs which, as well 

erns, find root in the strong stonework that has stood there for 
so many hundred years. Numerous boats thronged the river on 
this bright September afternoon; and the state barges, with their 
crimson embroidered awnings, the gay Eastern dresses of the native 
gentlemen and their attendants, and the excitement of the various 
crews, made up as singular and striking a scene as can be imagined. 
The quaint wooden bridges and the ghauts by the river-side were 
thronged with bystanders, who gazed, as Cashmerees usually gaze, 
with eager and silent curiosity on the spectacle.

MUSIC, 


The principal feature of the Crystal Palace Concert of Saturday 
last was Beethoven's sacred cantata (or oratorio) ‘‘The Mount of 
Olives."’ This great work, which combines the sublime and the 
beautiful in a degree unequalled by anyone save only by Handel 
himself, has never been as well known as it ought to be to the 
English public. It is a sacred drama; and is so dramatic, not only 
in the style’ of the music, but in the form and structure of the 
poem, the characters introduced (of whom the Divine Saviour him- 
self is one), and the incidents of the picce, that it demands the 
accessories of the stage for its complete performance; and, as it 
cannot have these in this country, it has either been neglected 
altogether or has been given with alterations detrimental to its 
effect. At the Crystal Palace on Saturday it was performed with 
great power, and made a profound impression. The solo performers 
were Madame Lemmens-Sherrington, Mr. W. H. Cummings, and 
Mr, Lewis Thomas. The music of the tenor part is intended to be 
sung by the representative of a character too sacred, in our ideas, 
to be introduced. This was a disadvantage to the singer; but Mr. 
Cummings got over it with ability, and the performance of the 
solos as well as the choruses was excellent throughout. It was as 
great a musical treat as can be imagined; and it is much to be 
regretted that, from the nature of the objections to its production, 
it can never be popular in this country. 

Mr. Mapleson’s series of operatic performances at Covent Garden 
Theatre terminated on Monday last with the overture of ‘‘ Guillaume 
Tell”’ and a selection from “‘Faust,’’ ‘‘ Dinorah,”’ the “‘ Freischutz,’’ 
the ‘‘ Due Foscari,’’ and “‘ Lucia di Lammermoor.’’ The passages 
selected included the most favourite scenes of these operas, and 
brought forward the most brilliant stars of the company. We have 
already noticed this ante-Christmas season of Italian opera; an 
example which, in all probability, will be followed in time to come. 

e observe with pleasure that ‘‘The Woman of Samaria,’’ the 
last t work of our countryman Sterndale Bennett, is makin, 
rapid progress in public favour.

The opening of the new theatre in Newcastle-street, called the 
Globe, on Saturday, was regarded as an important event by the 
lovers of the drama. The projection of this building is due to the 
enterprise of Mr. Sefton Parry, who little more than two years ago 
added to the theatres of the metropolis the New Holborn, and was 
so well satisfied with the result that he has thought it worth his 
while to venture again in a like speculation. The fact is, that 
a more profitable investment of money than that expended in 
the erection of a theatre does not exist; the rent received being 
far in excess of that derivable from any other class of building. Mr. 
Sefton Parry has gone economically to work in the erection of the 
Globe, having dispensed with the services of an architect and fur- 
nished his own plans to the builder. We do not think that this 
is an eligible mode of proceeding in general cases; but Mr. Parry 
has had so much experience in theatre building, both in England 
and America, that in his case its adoption was perfectly safe. 
The Globe Theatre is a circular edifice, thus in form answering 
to itsname, One remarkable peculiarity belongs to the building: 
the audience proceed at once to the boxes, without the necessity 
of ascending a staircase, for they are on a level with the street 
pavement. The audience, however, have to descend to the stalls 
and pit, for they and the stage are placed twelve feet below the 
surface of the ground. The size of the house is about that of 
the Olympic; but the accommodation is far superior, and the 
ornamentation more attractive. It will contain nearly two thou- 
sand spectators, who will all be enabled to see clearly what takes 
lace on the stage. There are also eight private boxes, which are 
‘uxuriously furnished. The builder employed in this handsome 
structure was Mr. 8. Sim » who had previously shown his skill 
in the erection of the Holborn Theatre. 

The manager has employed Mr. Henry J. Byron for the new piece 
with which the new theatre has been inaugurated, and with the 
happiest result. The drama is in five acts, and entitled ‘‘ Cyril’s 
Success: an Every- Sgn The plot is entirely original, of 
exceeding simplicity, but remarkably effective. The points of 
interest are directly led up to and arrived at with wonderful 
facility. a Cuthbert (Mr. W. H. Vernon) is a successful author, 
young, ambitions, and self-reliant. He is married to a handsome 
young lady (Miss Henrade), who is of a slightly jealous ition, 
and who is piqued at the apparent neglect with which she is 
treated by her husband. His mind intent on professional pur- 
suits, and his time given to the business of his interest 
in the world on whose approbation he is dependent, has not 
so much of either to bestow on a wife as a hus’ engaged in 
a less exceptional occupation might have. Mrs. Cuthbert cannot 
understand this, and is piqued that Mr. Cuthbert should be engaged 
toa oy, y on the evening that he was to visit the opera 
with her. conduct certainly is lacking in discretion; for, in 
order not i te, her, he commits her to the care of one 
Major Treherne (Mr. David Fisher), who accompanies her to the 
house.

Meanwhile, Cyril is not the man he was. A new drama 
by him has failed, and habits of inebriety have unfitt 
work, and ultimately he is compelled to accept aid from a surly 
critic, Matt Pincher (Mr. John ‘ke). This cynical worthy turns 
out to be Miss Grannett’s husband, who for twenty years has passed 
as a spinster, having parted from her spouse soon after marriage in 
consequence of a dinner quarrel, arising from his wanting more than 
his fair share of the thin part of a salmon. Mrs. Cuthbert is less 
retentive of her angry feelings, and, hearing of her husband’s 
change of fortune, determines to rejoin him at all hazards. She 
does so, and meets at his and Pincher’s humble lodgings Mrs. 
Singleton Bliss and ay +2 Treherne, who is not dead after all, and 
finds that the former has no knowledge whatever of Cuthbert. 
All parties are in a muddle, and neither can explain how it all 
occurred, for the dropped letter is not once alluded to. Thereupon 
follows the reconciliation between Pincher and his wife, who join 
together in cooking some mutton chops, taken from the chump, 
and therewith the play arrives at a rather unsatisfactory conclusion. 
Such are the drawbacks from ‘Cyril's Success;*’ but its merits 
outbalance its failings. The style of the dialogue is witty, in- 
genious, and strikingly brilliant. It was also well performed, 
though more than one new performer appeared for the first time ; 
of whom Miss Maggie Brennan, as the honourable Frederick 
Titeboy, has established a special claim on critical commendation, 
and promises to equal in no long time the peculiar excellence of 
Miss Foote, once so celebrated & parts of this kind, before she 
became the Countess of Harrington. Many other characters or 
sketches of characterremain to be named, some of which are good, 
but none indipensable to the plot. What we have said is sufficient to 
instruct the reader as to the merits and defects of the new drama, 
which is the best, undoubtedly, of Mr. Byron’s productions, and 
will, we think, command, as it deserves, a prolonged existence on 
the boards of the Globe. 

Previous to the performance of the new play Mr. Parry ad- 
dressed the audience in a neat speech. He mentioned that, in con- 

uence of the fire in Drury-Lane, the drop-scene, painted by Mr.

FINE ARTS. 
SOCIETY OF PAINTERS IN WATER COLOURS. 


In our notice last week of the figure-subjects in the present Gay 
of so-called ‘sketches and studies’? we expressed the widely- 
Sopertciall opinion nies tag Ags ——— tend to foster that 
su iality to which, at water-colour painting is prone, 
from the nature of the material, from the present demand, and 
from amateur shallowness. Our strictures being directed to the 
figure-subjects, could be more easily verified, for in figure- 
draughtemanship every man is a critic: every eye is 
insensibly trained through life to discriminate personal cha- 
racteristics, if only for purposes of identification. In landscape, 
on the contrary, the majority especially of town-dwellers probably 
only receive a gen ised impression of scenery, or form a matter- 
of- idea of locality; effects and phenomena of lighting and 
acrial ive are, if vaguely appreciated, not understood; 
arboral and other forms are not analy: Here, then, all tests must 
be of correspondingly uncertain Seeecetion although from men’s 
innate love of inanimate nature the landscapist must ever be in none 
the less request. The comparative weakness and consequent super- 
ficiality of ber ie colours render it a —— cloak for indefinite- 
ness in actual representation; consequently in it incompetency is 
the more difficult of detection. Even the chief recommendations of 
water colours (including, of course, the granulous paper)—namely, 
the facility and erg: Bo which it affords the broad, all-pervading 
effects of light and atmosphere—may be made to subserve the ends 
of ignorance and money-making haste. Satisfied with the general 
aspect of truth, conscientious study of natural detail may be re- 
placed by studio artifices of brushwork. Other influences incidental 
to the rapid rise of the art have operated prejudicially to sincerity 
and thoroughness in its practice, Turner's most palpable defects 
have been confounded with the highest excellences of his genius. 
The slovenly bravura of David Cox’s latest time has been 
mimicked without the slightest trace of his noble conception. 
Harding’s very skilful drawing-master mannerisn, with its ex- 
tremely arbi effectiveness and conventional elegance of 
handling, has widely corrupted amateur taste. Amateur critics 
have achieved much to a like end. Mr. Ruskin, for example, whose 
deficiency of sound judgment is certainly as great, if vo] easily 
demonstrable, in art than in the political economy wherein of 
late he aspires to prophetic insight, has employed his infectious 
enthusiasm and most captivating rhetoric on behalf of several of 
the flimsiest and falsest styles of water-colour ting; whilst his 
fantastic ingenuity has been exerted to throw discredit on many of 
the test masters in oil the world has seen. 

e conclusions which are forced upon us from such con- 
siderations, and especially in this room, are that the principal 
shortcomings of our English school are prominently ap mt in 
the department of water colours, and still more so in its landscape 
section ; and that these winter exhibitions are calculated to aggra- 
vate existing evils. For particular illustration of some of our re- 
marks let us select, in the first instance, the contributions of Mr. 
Holland—one ofthe leading nameshere. Thisartistexhibits “Three 
Sketches at Eastbourne and Margate’’ (187), consisting of playfully- 
pencilled outlines, with a few tints of colour. No doubt they are 
genuine shorthand notes or hieroglyphics taken on the spot ; so far, 
therefore, they are acceptable. But what can these extremely slight 
memoranda import? No more than would the hastiest, radest, 
outline of a skeleton to a figure-draughtsman. Yet from such we 
must infer, judging by internal evidence, the painter produced his 
‘* Rouen Gate’’ (340) and his several small drawings of Venice. 
He clothed his skeletons with flesh and ¢ ry in the home 
laboratory. It is impossible to conceive that had he executed these 
drawings wholly from nature he would have rendered such unreal, 
flurried phantasmagoria of clouds, buildings, water, and figures. 
In the process of manipulation, having the fecling of a colourist, he 
introduces —7 without reference to nature hues the richest or 
most agreeable in apposition; thus, we get emerald seas, skies of 
lapis-lazuli, and houses of rl and opal. We casually over- 
heard an amateur observe of one of these drawings (nothing, 
by-the-way, is more amusing than the criticisms one 
must orce hear in an exhibition) that “the colouring 
is lovely, and shows the artist has painted from flowers.”’ It is 
respectfully submitted, however, that walls, streets, sea-water, and 
even skies, are neither composed of flowers nor gems—if they were, 
flowers and precious stones would not be what they are. As samples 
of studio ucts, chiefly, if from less slender materials, we may 
further select two series of small “‘sketches"’ by Mr. Andrews, one, 
numbered 8 poy eng “*Boats of All Nations.” Points of 
conventional light and dark, and bits of artificial colour, are placed 
in a way betraying an eye to popular attractiveness rather than to 
the acquirement of knowledge—which is the legitimate aim of 
sketching. That these are ‘‘sketches made to sell”’ is obvious on 
comparing them with the same painter's are and evidently 
bon&-fide study, looking under an arch of Blackfriars Bridge 
at ebb tide (273): no such objectionable characteristics are 
revealed here, although the dancing of the waves from the ebb-tide 
contention with the flow and the wind is, perhaps, exaggerated, or, 
at least, not very successfully realised; and although a more im- 
pressive, yet not more pely, point of view of the stupendous works 
of construction at the bridge might, we think, have been chosen. 
However, the pseudo sketches already mentioned are only specimens 
of the staple of the collection. Drawing-master recipes, or the

‘rest and be thankful,’’ we are surprised out of all such belief by 
his studies of ‘‘ Loch Torridon, Ross-shire’’ (34), and ‘‘ Entrance 
to Portree Harbour, Skye’’ (222). These combine the transparent 
breath and decisive, expressive washes of the early masters of 
water colour with much of the topographical exactitude of 
the modern school. The peculiarly truthful russet tone of the 
vegetation, and the careful mapping out of the sinnosities 
and vein-like foot-tracks of the hill in the first, and the 
boldly-indicative treatment of the cloud forms and dark, 
deep-sea waves in the second, testify unmistakably to close obser- 
vation “on the spot.’’ No studies here are more thoroughly and 
completely realised than two small autumnal views in ‘* Glen 
Lyon’’ (336 and 355), by Mr. Davidson, on one of the screens, The 
same artist’s ‘‘Haymaking’’ (71), with the sun’s glow reflected, 
just after setting, from great fields of orange and crimson clouds, 
is also highly commendable. Three or four studies in sepia, by Mr. 
Hunt, are interesting, if to be considered as implying adherence to 
Seer peccotant afforded by the practice of Turner, the master of 
Mr. Hunt’s adoption. Other sketches in colours are not distin- 
guished by the artist’s more special merits or characteristics, and 
therefore do not demand particular mention. Several small com- 
paratively unimportant studies by Mr. Boyce, of which an “‘ Evening 
Sketch on the Thames’’ (422), is the most noteworthy, evince ex- 
treme literalness of aim, equally marked in each of the very diverse 
effects represented, and which, in a somewhat ostentatious claim to 
fidelity, is apt to degenerate into prosaic crudity. When mani- 
fested at an early stage of art-studentship, such literalness is highly 
to be canmendel, and may be trained to ‘fine issues’’ if in due 
time subordinated by good taste. But hitherto Mr. Boyce has 
vouchsafed no intimation of being amenable to any controlling 
influence of this kind. On the contrary, many of his sub- 
jects seem to have been chosen solely for their inherent 
unpicturesqueness; and this crochet reaches its climax in 
his ‘“‘Under a Thames Bridge’’ (394), a hideous vista of tarred 
sunken piles; a purposeless record of unmitigated ugliness, un- 
redeemed by one form or hue which can convey pleasure, and as 
unsusceptible of possible moral or pathos as devoid of beauty, It 
is difficult to comprehend how any painter essing a grain of 
true art-feeling could dwell upon a subject which would have been 
— us from the lowest residuum of Pre-Raphaelitism. Mr. 

ranwhite, much to the advantage of his art, has departed from his 
usual class of subjects in the “Gleam of March Sunshine’’ (107). 
By Mr. Jackson there are several good sketches or studies, chietly 
from the upper reaches of the Thames, which bear witness to a 
steady progress deserving wider recognition. A study at 
“Romsdal, Norway’’ (262), by Mr. G. snburg, is extremely 
careful and precise, but to its stark, cold distinctness we should be 
more easily reconciled (by allowing for climatic effect) had not the 
artist displayed similar peculiarities in drawings of ripe fruit. 

The architectural subjects—a field where so handy and facile a 
material as water colour is emplo to special advantage—are not 
so numerous as usual. Mr. Nash has, however, four finished draw- 
ings of old English interiors in his well-known style—as of yore, 
right in . =~ and brilliant in effect, but rather harsh and 
liney. Mr. . Read’s sole contribution is a tical sketch 
very aptly illustrative of Hood’s ‘“‘Haunted House’’ (332)— 
the design for an engraving in this Journal, whi our 
readers can scarcely fail to remember. Mr. E. A. Goodall, 
is, as always, modest and truthful, if wanting force nd bril- 
liancy: see his “Roman Aqueduct, Segovia, Spain’’ (113), 
and his ‘Cloisters of St. Gregorio, Venice’ (211).

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OPENING OF THE NEW MEAT MARKET AT 
SMITHFIELD. 


It is less than seventeen months since Mr. H. L. Sagiess chairman of 
the Markets Improvement Committee of the City Corporation, laid 
the corner-stone of the New Metropolitan Meat and Poultry Market 
at Smithfield, and on Tuesday week it was opened with a quet, 
under the presidency of the Lord Mayor. is Royal Highness the 
Prince of Wales had been invited to perform the “inaugural” 
ceremony, but his departure for Denmark, thence to Greece and 
Egypt, prevented his participation in an act which places at the 
disposal of the citizens of London a market that will be apm 4 of 
the greatest city in the world. A view of the building, with a 
descriptive account of it, lately appeared in this Journal. From 
the present week the old Newgate Market is abolished, and the 
Smithfield market takes its place, to the great advantage not only 
of the butchers of the metropolis, but, indirectly, of the three or 
four millions of consumers also. The revenue of the market is pro- 
vided for by a rental of a penny a week per foot of the superficial 
area of each shop, or rather stall, and a perfectly unappreciable 
toll of one farthing for every 21lb. of meat brought into the 
market. One penny on each 841b. of meat can practically add 
nothing to its cost, but it will give the Corporation a revenue of no 
less than £10,000 to £11,000 per annum. The quantity of meat

THE REVOLUTION IN SPAIN. 
Our Special Artist at Madrid supplies three characteristic sketches 
of the scenes now frequently witnessed in the Spanish capital, 
where the popular discussions and demonstrations with regard to 
the future government of the country are renewed every Sunday. 
The large open called the Puerta del Sol, at the junction of 
four of the principal streets of the city, is the favourite place of 
rendezvous for all who wish to air their patriotism on the easiest 
terms, without too much trouble or onsibility; and here they 
assemble, in addition to the usual aout of fashionable loungers, 
petty dabblers in stockjobbing business, newsboys, pedlars, huck- 
sters, costermongers, and beggars, with not a few poor women 
bringing out their children to ~ in the open, sunny street—a very 
miscellaneous throng of Spanish humanity, amidst which the poli- 
ticians now form an important group. Stern Republicans, wrapped 
in their cloaks and in profound meditation on the destinies of the 
sovereign people, stand reading the latest proclamation of the 
Provisional Government. It is to be hoped that they will go 
quietly home ; for the incident shown in another Illustration is a 
demonstration got up to order by the supporters of the Pro. 
visional Government in favour of re-establishing the Monarchy, 
not, of course, in the person of any Bourbon Prince or Princess, 
but in that of some trustworthy and unobjectionable candidate, if 
such can be found, belonging to one of the other Royal families of 
Europe. This gathering of would-be Royalists—if they had but a 
King or Queen to worship—took place on the 15th ult., that being 
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conscious respectability, which is favourable, haps, to zeal for 
monarchical institutions. They met at the Royal palace, lately 
vacated by Queen Isabella II., and listened to a few eloquent 
speeches; after which they formed a procession, with three 
bands of music and with several placards hoisted aloft; 
which procession marched to the palace officially occupied 
by the President of the Council of Ministers, where nearly 
all the members of the Provisional Government were then sitting 
in the grand saloon. The Ministers—namely, Marshal Serrano 
(Duke de la Torre), General Prim (Count de Reus and Marquis de 
los Castillejos), Admiral Topete, Senors Sagasta, Becerra, Zorilla, 
Fignerola, Romero Ortiz, Lorenzala, and Ayala, responded to the 
popular call, and spoke one after another from the upper windows, 
where theY stood in full view of the street while the meeting con- 
tinued. Their well-meant eloquence seemed to give satisfaction for 
the time: it gained many loud acclamations. 

The remaining Illustration is one which represents the troops of 
the Madrid garrison defiling before Marshal Priim—he is now pro- 
moted to that military rank—in front of the church of San José, in 
the Calle de Alcala, on the 22nd ult., when he held a grand review 
of the Madrid garrison. Between 12,000 and 13,000 men came to 
muster, consisting of thirteen battalions of infantry, two of 
artillery, and two of engineers, eight cavalry regiments, and a 
squadron of civil guards, or gendarmerie. A review in Madrid 
was an ordinary event under the late Government, and the military 
show has undergone no apparent innovation in consequence of the 
late political change. The look of the troops, the uniforms, arms, 
and accoutrements continue to be the same as they always were; 
and, as to the locality, Madrid boasts no other even or open ground 
than the long promenade of the Prado and Recoletos where the 
troops can deploy, and no other spot than the Calle de Alcala 
where they can defile. The only new incident was supplied by the 
substitution of one chief for another. It was no longera Narvaez 
oran O’Donnell, who, under a petticoat Government, represented 
the supreme military power of the State. The head of the army now 
is properly Marshal Serrano, but he was ill, and Prim took his place. 
Prim acted his part very creditably. Mounted on a fine, tall roan 


horse, once the favourite of the ex-King Consort, with a new

Hardly any of these gorgeous warriors, however, excited 
as much interest as did little Manito Prim, the only son of the 
General, a boy not above eight or nine years of age, who, clad in a 
hussar uniform, with the insignia of a Lieutenant, and mounted on 
a grey pony, pranced bravely in his father’s rear. The boy is a 
striking image of his father and his constant companion in his hours 
of domestic relaxation, petted and necessarily spoilt by all the 
friends and courtiers of the great man, who have presented the 
child with a little “‘ sword of honour.”’ 


NATIONAL SPORTS. 

Croydon made a good effort to keep the ‘noble sportsmen”’ to their 
out-of-doors allegiance, and twenty-one norses started for one of 
the hurdle-races, which was accomplished without an accident. 
Ten went in another, and eight were disqualified for going the 
wrong course. The Nun was run to a»standstill in trying to find 
out the soft place in Steamboat for the Grand Metropolitan 
Handicap, and Pearl Diver jumped splendidly in the Croydon Cup, 
for which Flyfisher and Laura were of ‘‘no use to him.’’ The 
three days passed off without anything to mar it; and, as the 
National Steeplechase Committee — outraged, no doubt, by the 
offender's actually giving one of their body a most faniiliar 
‘* straight tip,’’ before the race, that he didn’t intend to try—have 
given Jarvis two years’ suspension for the St. Albans business, it 
is to be hoped that this sport will be able to purge itself from the 
contempt into which it has sunk. 

The uncertainty about the Derby course seems to have had a 
very paralysing effect on the betting for that race; but Blucher, 
Fairminster, and other outsiders are slightly talked about. The 
jockey returns show that Fordham has won 1561 races in thirteen 
years, despite his absence from the saddle for some months in ’66. 
Kenyon has averaged 432 races for the last three seasons, and 113 
wins.

LITERATURE. 


Travel and Adventure in the Territory of Alaska. By Frederick 
Whymper. (Murray.) The sketches by Mr. Whymper, engraved 
and published in this Journal, have made our readers acquainted 
with some features of the remote country which he has lately ex- 
plored. The name of Alaska is a modification of Aliaska, which 
was the name only of a part of the territory annexed last year to 
the United States by purchase from the Russian Empire. It is the 
north-west portion of the American continent, opposite the simi- 
larly projecting north-east corner of Asia, which is a part of 
Siberia, with the peninsula of Kamchatka dependent therefrom. 
The shallow archipelago of Behring Sea, with the chain of the 
Aleutian Isles stretching across between the Aliaska promontory and 
Kamchatka, had long been the resort of American whaling-ships. The 
Russian colony upon the American shore, founded chiefly with a view 
to the fur trade, was unable to withstand the commercial rivalry of 
the Hudson’s Bay Company, whose settlements in the vast desert 
region of British America came quite close to the Russian frontier. It 
is probable, therefore, that the Govennment of the Russian Empire, 
wishing to concentrate its administrative efforts upon the Amoor 
river and the more central Siberian districts in the line of Lake 
Baikal, instead of spending them to no profit beyond the Sea of 
Ochotsk, has been glad to get rid of its American provinces at the 
moderate price which was paid. The facility of navigation and 
traffic from San Francisco, and the abundant social and material 
resources of California for such an enterprise, will probably do 
more in a twelvemonth, under American management, than the 
Russians could have done in half a century, to improve the territory 
of Alaska. Mr. Frederick Whymper (who is a brother of the other 
Mr. Whymper, the well-known artist, recently en 
scientific expedition to Greenland) happened in the summer 
of 1865 to be at Victoria, the capital of Vancouver Island, 
having come out from England in 1862. He had accompanied 
several different parties in surveying or pioneering excursions, not 
only through Vancouver Island, but on the mainland of British 
Columbia, and up the line of Mr. Alfred Waddington’s projected 
road, from Bute Inlet, through the Cariboo Mining District. Of 
this road, which is proposed to form part of a new route from the 
Pacific to the Atlantic, connecting the Fraser River with the Sas- 
katchewan, the Red River, and Lake Superior, our communications 
from Mr. Waddington himself have told us much. The travelling 
experience and practice gained by Mr. Whymper, in those first 
three years which he spent in the British provinces on the Pacific 
side of America, had amply qualified him for a still more arduous 

The Western Union Telegraph Company, established three 
or four years ago by Mr. P. D. Collins and others in the United 
States, designed to lay a submarine cable across the narrow part of 
Behring Strait, from the American continent to that of Asia, and 
to connect it with the existing lines of British Columbia and Cali- 
fornia on the one hand, and with the Russian telegraph on the other, 
which is already constructed, across the whole width of Siberia, from 
St. Petersburg to the mouth of the Amoor. An expedition, very com- 

letely organised and equipped, under the command of Colonel 
Bulkley as chief engineer, started from San Francisco in July, 1865, 
to begin the actual work of constructing the land lines simul- 
taneously on the American and Asiatic sides. Mr. Frederick 
Whymper had volunteered to go, as its artist, and his services had 
been. readily accepted; he was attached to a scientific corps, 
under Major Kennicott, which included Mr. Dall, of Massa- 
chusetts, and several other collectors of specimens for the 
Smithsonian Institute at Washington. Mr. Whymper visited 
in that year Sitka, or New Archangel, on the Russian-American 
coast of the Pacific, and Petropaulovski, in Kamchatka, on the 
Russian-Asiatic side; he was also conducted into Behring Sea 
and Norton Sound; but his journey up the country was deferred

most habitual novel-readers will find very iuteresting; but we 
cannot say that its effect upon our own feelings has been 
agreeable. The principal male character, George Williams (who 
passes by two other surnames, his real parentage being the subject 
of a mysterious doubt), is probably the most odious foo! and snob 
thathas appeared in fiction since Mr. Tittlebat Titmouse, in Warren's 
‘Ten Thousand a Year.’’ The incidents of his brief career, with 
the rapid moral deterioration caused by an undeserved promotion 
in the world, which is followed by a not undeserved disgrace, are 
sketched more truthfully, and perhaps more severely, than might 
have been expected of a lady writer. It is no satisfactory accom- 
paniment of this merciless portraiture that she makes him the un- 
worthy object of the affections of both the two young women— Miss 
Kathleen St. Quintin, the heiress, who is self-beguiled into a 
romantic illusion with regard to this low-minded coxcomb ; and the 
modest and faithful Alice, who is much too good for him or any 
other man. The amount of feminine kindness bestowed oa Mr. 
George throughout these three volumes, while a vigorous masculine 
kicking and horsewhipping would more fitly answer his deserta, 
seems to us a grievous waste of a good commodity; and our sense 
of justice is by no means gratified with the final result.

The Cruise of H.M.8. Galatea, Captain H.R.H. the Duke of 
Edinburgh, in 1867-8. (W. H. Allen and Co.) This handsome 
volume, with its highly attractive illustrations, forming a complete 
record of Prince Alfred’s late voyage round the globe, is the joint 
work of the Rev. John Milner, Chaplain and Naval Instructor to 
the Galatea, and of Mr. Oswald Walter Brierly, the accomplished 
artist specially engaged by his Royal Highness to accompany him 
for the purpose of delineating the scenes and incidents that he 
beheld. As not a few of Mr. Brierly’s admirable sketches were, by 
permission duly granted, sent home at the time to be engraved and 
published by us in the ILLustratep Lonpon News, there is no need 
to assure our readers that the pictorial department in this book is of 
first-rate quality, consisting as it does of a number of chromo- 
lithographs and graphotype impressions, with a few small 
woodcuts, from the original designs by his skilful pencil. 
The subdued and harmonious tone of. colouring in some 
of the chromolithographs—for instance, in the view of 
Tristan d’Acunha—is very pleasing.

Blindp#ts. (Edinburgh: Edmonston and Douglas.) This 
three-volume novel is anonymous, and, therefore, the author's name 
cannot be mentioned with the honour due to one who has used a 
very common French phrase and nevertheless taken care to have 
it right. ‘‘Cost what it may”’ is good plain English; but 
most novelists and newspaper-writers prefer the French —— 
which they nearly always get incorrectly printed; so that sheer 
gratitude ts one who has been much afflicted by 
error to —_ an instance of correctness. As the statement 
may appear le, it would be as well to refer the incredulous 
to p. 67 of the third volume, where “‘cofte que cofte’’ will meet 
the astonished eye. The author, further, has turned out from 
Fancy's factory certain unusually well-designed and expectation, 


raising characters; and prominent amongst them are Mies Barclay- 
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her niece Bessie, and Miss Boston. It is distressing, however, to be 
compelled to admit that they are so handled as to remind one after 
a while of the difference between a beautiful figure and the long, 
thin, shapeless shadow thrown under certgin circumstances by that 
same figure, or between a piece of gutta-percha unstretched and 
stretched: they are so drawn out and attenuated.

It is really a relief to 
arrive, towards the end of the second volume, at a bag of 
arsenic and a suspicion of murder; but, of course, it turns out that 
there has been no murder at all. e fact is, the writer is deficient 
in the power of throwing passion or pathos into the story; and the 
cold-blooded, matter-of-fact way in which the personages both act 
and talk is calculated to give a reader “‘the fidgets."’ Nor are the 
three volumes by any means so full-of incident as an egg is of meat. 
The dialogue, moreover, is not, on the whole, brilliant: there are 
shrewd remarks, quaint remarks, profane remarks, humorous 
remarks, and striking remarks; but the conversation, taken as a 
whole, is far from lively. It may be and probably is lifelike; for it 
isa melancholy fact that the world abounds with bores who are 
never at a loss what to bar’ but always for something worth saying. 
The love-making, too, will never do for those who expect at least a 
meeting by moonlight alone, or something more romantic. It is 
true, a young man gets brain fever, but rather from being caught in 
the rain than from being Ki in love; and at the earliest 
opportunity he proposes to his lady love’s middle-aged aunt. The 
novel lacks heart, and overflows with words without having 
any special charm of style to compensate for want of spirit.
